iirH A T exp lanatio n is there in 
VV this 20th century fo r the ho r­ 
rible atro cities which hav e been 
p erp etrated who lesale o n help less 
American, Filip ino and British p ris­ 
o ners o f war by the Jap anese, as 
exp o sed by Washingto n and Lo n­ 
do n? 
At first glance this tigerish ex­ 
hibitio n seems inexp licable. 
But 
the answer is there clear eno ugh 
—o r so it seems to me—and it’s 
this: 
The Jap s are barbailans—liter­ 
ally barbarians. 
It's less than a 
century ago that o ut o wn Co mmo ­ 
do re Perry o p ened the Mikado ’s 
do mains to thé o utside wo rld and 
civ ilizatio n. 
Since then the Nip p o nese hav e 
made co nsiderable p rep ress, but 
their instincts remain the same a* 
they were in the sav age days o f 
p ro -histo ric times. 
That’s a hard 
thing to hav e to say, but it’s true. 
While they hav e a v eneer o f civ il­ 
izatio n, their instinct« are p rimo r­ 
dial. 


“ D U T ”, so mebo dy challenges, "the 
Germans hav e been co mmit­ 
ting similar atro cities. Do yo u also 
claim that they’re unciv ilized?" 
The rep ly 1» that Hitlerite Ger­ 
many—the Nazi p o rtio n o f the 
p o p ulatio n — deliberately has re­ 
v erted to barbarism under the 
fuehrer’s lead. 
In stating this we must no te that 
no t all Germans are Nazi« , 
On 
the co ntrary, there are many o f 
the o lder generatio n who abho r Hit­ 
ler and all his wo rks, but are 
fo rced to do his bidding by the 
brutal Gestap o . They execute p eo ­ 
p le in Germany these day» fo r ev en 
talking o ut o f turn. 
Hitler, who m Winwto n Churchill 
has described as "this ev il man 
. . . this mo nstro ue abo rtio n o f 
hatred and deceit”, has turned 
hack the clo ck In hi« co untry to 
metho d® which make the barbari­ 
ties o f Attila, the Hun lo o k like 
the go lden rule. He had to do this 
in o rder to imp o se his “master 
race" o n the wo rld by fo rce. 
ONE o f his earlie^ step s was to 
attack Ohristiamty and intro ­ 
duce p aganism. The p o int was that 
Chrlsitiauity didn’t fit his ruthless 
p ro gram. 
He co uldn’t fo rce the o lder p eo ­ 
p le to abando n their religio n, but 
he to o k o v er the educatio n o f the 
little fo lk and taught them his 
p agan do cp 'ine o f the right o f 
might. 
He stressed the glo rificatio n o f 
war and killing. 
He sav aged the 
bo ys fo r the days o f slaughter 
which he p ro p o sed to inaugurate 
as so o n as he co uld. 
He enco uraged the yo ung girls o f 
the reich to indiscriminate breed­ 
ing o f bo ys who co uld be reared 
in Nazi fanaticism to serv e as can­ 
no n fo dder. 
The yo uth who m Hitler go t ho ld 
o f 10 years ago to day are dead 
up o n the step p es o f Russia o r are 
In his armies. 
The yo unger o nes 
are co ming alo ng, ready to serv e 
their master. 
Y 
OU will no te that Jap an and 
Geimany are the o nly natio ns 
w’hich hav e been engaging in atro ­ 
cities against p riso ners o f war and 
civ ilians. 
True, 
Mu.iso lini also 
glo rified 
war and p racticed aggressio n. His 
so n Vitto rio called war the "quin­ 
tessence o f beauty" and co mp ared 
the dro p p ing o f bo mbs o n a co l­ 
umn o f ho rsemen in Ethio p ia to 
"the budding o f a ro se.” 
Ho wev er. II Duce was mo stly 
"so ft under-ibelly” and wind, and 
his eo ns to o k after the o ld man. 
Yo u see, he didn’t intro duce p agan­ 
ism into Italy, in o rder to brutalize 
tiis p eo p le. 
British Fo reign Secretary Eden 
in describing Jap atro cities against 
British p riso ners uttered this warn­ 
ing: 
“Let the Jap anese go v ernment 
reflect that in time to co me the 
reco rd o f their military autho rities 
in this war will no t be fo rgo tten.” 
War crimes will be p uniehed, 
but there remains a far greater 
p ro blem fo r the Allies. 
That is 
the inauguratio n o f an educatio nal 
p ro gram that will co mp lete the 
civ iiiaiatlo n o f the Jap anese and re- 
» educate the Nazified Germans.

There was no definite Info rma 
tlo n o f what went o n behind tho se 
bro wn walls until so me p riso ners 
were rep atriated to this co untry 
in June, 1942.

I saw him to day in Presbyterian 
ho sp ital, a changed man, haggard, 
nerv mis. embittered. He has lo st 
bo th feet. His weight to day is 120, 
a gain o f 45 p o unds since his re 
p atriatio n.

4.—Ap p ears to hav e co ncluded a 
financial agreement with Germany

many unquestio nably exp ects to 
ap p ly to augmenting esp io nage and 
sabo tage in Sp anish territo ry and 
to intensify o p p o sitio n to as in the 
p eninsuia.” 
5.—Co ntinues to keep Interned In 
Sp anish p o rts certain Italian war­ 
ship s and merchant v essels. 
The state dep artment said its 
actio n was taken after co nsulta­ 
tio n and agreement with the Brit 
ish go v ernment.

50,000 Believed Seized 
In Washingto n, 
where cabinet 
members and co ngressmen jo ined 
in demanding full v engeance fo r 
the Jap anese brutality, a rev iew 
o f o fficial casualty rep o rts sho wed 
the Nip p o nese p ro bably cap tured 
at least 50,000 American and Fili­ 
p ino fighting men in the Philip ­ 
p ines. 


Worked To Death 
CHUNGKING, Jan. 29 — The 
Jap anese, girding themselv es fo r 
the Battle o f Burma, are rushing 
co nstructio n o f a railway fro m 
Thailand to so uthern Burma at 
a ©allo us exp enditure o f the 
liv es o f British Emp ire p riso ners 
o f war and Chinese civ ilians, ac­ 
co rding to rep o rts fro m rep ut­ 
able eyewitnesses.

Yanks Push Within Range 


Of Cisterna, Astride Both 


Appian Way, Rail Line

AIXIBD HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
giers, Jan. 29—American beach­ 
head tro o p s, striking to ward the 
Ap p ian Way and the main rail 
line to the Gassino fro nt, hav e ad­ 
v anced to within light artillery 
range o f Clsterna astride bo th ar­ 
teries 1 4 miles no rtheast o f Anzio , 
it was anno unced to day. 
At the same time o ther Allied 
fo rces p ushing no rth fro m Anzio 
up the Anziate ro ad cap tured a 
bridge two miles beyo nd C'arro ceto 
where the British ro uted a Ger­ 
man unit Thursday. This Allied 
fo rce is abo ut 19 miles so utheast 
o f Ro me and 12 miles no rth o f 
Anzio . 
The Germans launched heav y 
air attacks against ship p ing o n 
the beach-head yesterday and again 
suffered badly at the hands o f 
Allied air fo rces which sho t do wn 
21 enemy p lanes o v er the area. 
14 Nazi Planes Destroyed 
Fo urteen mo re p lanes were sho t 
do wn during a heav y bo mber raid 
o n Ferrara. The day’s to til bag 
was 36 Nazi aircraft fo r a lo ss o f 
fiv e Allied p lanes. 
x 
Vio lent fighting raged no rth o f 
Cassino where American tanks and 
infantry hacked o ut gains against 
fierce o p p o sitio n. Farther no rth, 
French tro o p s seized two hills 
no rth o f Belv edere mo untain and 
smashed do wn three German co unt­ 
er-thrusts. 
Actio n o n the fan-shap ed inv a­ 
sio n fro nt bro ught sp ectacular ar­ 
tillery fire fro m British and Amer­ 
ican warship s sup p o rting the driv e 
as well as great aerial duels.

He had to do this 
in order to impose hie "m atter 
race” on the world by force. 
ONE of his earliest steps wi 
attack Christianity and intro­ 
duce paganism. The point was that 
Christianity didn't fit his ruthless 
program. 
He couldn’t force the older peo­ 
ple to abandon their religion, but 
he took over the education of the 
little folk and taught them his 
pagan docp’ine of the right of 
might. 
He stressed the glorification of 
war and killing. 
He savaged the 
boys for the days of slaughter 
which he proposed to inaugurate 
as soon as he could. 
He encouraged the young girls of 
the reich to indiscriminate breed 
ing of boys who could be reared 
in Nazi fanaticism to serve as can 
non fodder. 
The youth whom Hitler got hold 
of 10 years ago today are dead 
upon the steppes of Russia or are 
in his armies. 
The younger ones 
ar# coming along, ready to serve 
their master.

OU will note that Japan and 
Germany are the only nation! 
which have been engaging In atro­ 
cities against prisoners of war and 
civilians.

True. 
Mussolini 
also glorified 
war and practiced aggression. His 
son Vittorio called war the ••quin 
tessence of beauty” and compared 
the dropping of bombs on a col­ 
umn of horsemen in Ethiopia to 
"the budding of a lose.’’ 
However. II Duce was mostly 
"soft under-belly’’ and wind, and 
his sons took after the old man 
You see, he didn’t introduce pagan 
Ism into Italy, in order to brutalize 
his people. 
British Foreign Secretary Eden 
in describing Jap atrocities against 
British prisoners uttered this warn­ 
ing: 
"Let the Japanese government 
reflect that in time to come the 
record of their military authorities 
in this war will not be forgotten. 
War crimes will be punished, 
but there remains a far greater 
problem for the Allies. 
That is 
the inauguration of an educational 
program that will complete the 
civilization of the Japanese and re­ 
educate the Nazified Germans.

rationing division of the office of 
price administration, Friday dis­ 
puted a charge by Sen.

(R) of Idaho that a widespread 
apoilage of meat* ha* resulted from 
the refusal of federal agencies to 
suspend rationing during the last 
two months.

It has long been said that the 
navy has a way with women, and, 
with the aid of the famous Paris 
designer Mainbocher, it has suc­ 
ceeded in upholding that conten­ 
tion at least so far as uniforms 
for its women members go. 
Upheld By Survey 
This Is borne out by a poll just 
completed by the Institute. Ques­ 
tioning throughout the country was 
confined to those who say they 
have seen all types of women’s 
uniforms — WACS, WAVES or 
SPARS, and marines. The question 
was this:

The popularity of the 
uniform is evidenced in 
lowing table of replies:

A substantially greater percent-j 
age of women than men like the; 
WAVES uniform best. Wlieu the 
vote is confined to women, 57 per­ 
cent name the WAVES uniform 
as their favorite. This compares 
with a 40 percent of the men hold­ 
ing the same opinion.

Moreover, it is 
oote in the above tables that more 
than twice as many men as women 
w e unable to make up their minds 
about which of the uniforms they 
«ke best. This may. of course, be 
the result of less interest—in uni­ 
forms. 
In this connection, it may be 
noted 
that, 
generally 
speaking, 
more women than men have been 
observant of the women’s military 
uniforms. 
Fifty-four percent of the women 
questioned say they have seen all 
types of uniforms. Only 45 percent 
of the men could Bay the same 
thing. 
Other facts: Eighty-six percent 
of all those questioned say they 
have seen the WACS uniform, 80 
percent, the WAVES; 51 percent, 
the SPARS; 51 percent, the ma­ 
rines.

Allied Statesmen Sidestep Post-W ar Preparations 


But Insist That German Looters Must Be Punished 
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Saturday, January 29, 1944. 


Our Big Year 
• '■pHE war department’! announcement of a 
* 
massive transfer of military manpower to 
bring 
overseas 
combat 
forces 
to 
maximum 
strength during the next' few months Is final 
confirmation of American Intent to bring the 
war to its climax in 1944. This is our big year. 
It is our counterpart of the climax developed 
by Germany’s military preparations in the yea.! 
preceding 1940 and by Japan’s much longer prep­ 
arations exploding finally In the showdown 
"begun at Pearl Harbor at th* end of 1941. Our 
. own preparations, begun In 1940 and accelerated 
• after Pearl Harbor, now have brought the United 
States to the point where it ta feasible at last 
to seek a final test of strength. 
There could be no better time than this, the 
■ climatic year, to think through tha perennial 
I Issue of American military preparedness. The 
. United States, even though making its war 
effort on an emergency baals, gambling on tha 
: time element as wall as all others, has attained 
Its present military peak with a minimum of 
sacrifice. 
Our wartime standard of living Is higher than 
- the peacetime standards of our allies. We have 
been able to give them a tremendous volume 
of assistance In their own effort*—and It continues 
•« to be true that an even greater production of war 
Z goods could ba attained lf a new emergency 
inspired this country to duplicate the war effort 
of tha British, for instance. 
This means that lf tha United States had bean 
aware of Germany’s Intentions, beginning In 
1931 when Hitler's government began to rearm 
! 


that nation—or if this government had acted on 
th*, jjpfermatlon it should have had than—the 
GeMan preparedness climax In 1940 woald have 
bosn offset by the preparedness of America. It 
means that Japanese preparations, which war* 
if limited by inferior weewees end capacities, 
never could have approached a point relative to 
tho preparations of tho Unit4Ml States where 
Japan’s militarists would have dared to chanco 
la showdown. 
American preparedness could have been accom­ 
plished at a fraction of th* w aits that neats 
hee made slnoe Pearl Harbor. Much of It could 
have been accomplished with the effort and 
money spent on tha boondoggling and leaf-raking 
of the depression years. Th* nation could have 
been supplied with the sense of great purpose 
it missed so sorely during the deoade when Its 
( people were apprehensively aware of standing 
still, or moving sideways, while dictatorships 
abroad were implementing their ruthless plots 
of aggression with the dynamic force of popu­ 
lations which had a definite job to perform. 
Perhaps the war might not have been averted; 
that would ba an extravagant claim. But in the 
light of circumstances at th* end of tile first 
mouth of 1944, with the United Slates almost 
ready at last to perform Its obligation as a world 
power in a world war, no one will argue that the 
war which Germany aud Japan sought could not 
have been waged from the outset with the effi­ 
ciency and success which only now are beginning 
to attend our efforts. 


Good Or Bad Psychology? 
' i i /HEN War Production Board Chairman Don- 
-v v ald M. Nelson says war production Is coming 
along all right, bls countrymen do not doubt his 
appraisal 
When Secretary of War Stimson says on the 
same day there is “a grave underlying lack of 
responsibility”, his countrymen do doubt his 
appraisal 
They do not doubt Secretary Stimson’s sincer­ 
ity in making the appraisal It merely happens 
that he Is trying to All th* theory of a national 
service act. while Mr. Nelson Isn’t trying to 
sell anything; he is talking about facts. 
The apparent explanation for these seemingly 
irreconcilable points of view is a theory that 
it is good psychology to berate the people for 
their shortcomings, instead of praisiug them for 
their accomplishments. 
Thus, instead of pointing with pride to what 
has been done In spite of the shortcomings It 
becomes the policy of the government to view 
with alarm the thtugs that were not doue because 
of th* shortcomings. The policy has been pursued 
consistently slues long before Pearl Harbor. 
Presumably, those who have kept it in effect 
are convinced it is working, or they would 
abandon it. The only other explanation possible 
is that they honestly believe the American 
people deserve the abuse they have received; 
that there actually is something wrong with their 
morale; that their government ie Justified in 
it* criticism. 
But ae long as Mr. Nelson and others charged 
with responsibility for reporting the facts con­ 
tinue to show faith, the people will Uke govern­ 
ment abuse for what they think it is worth, which 
lan’t much. No one knows more about their 
ahortcomlnge than the people, themselves, which 
no doubt explains why they are more optimistic 
than their critics. 
They are satisfied to Jal th* record—Mr. Neb 
•on'* record—speak for itself.

ONE of the hottest potatoes be­ 
ing cooked for post-war prob­ 
lem handlers is reparations. 
Victory over* Germany is near 
enough for Gen. Eisenhower to 
predict it for 1944, yet no Allied 
government has made any official 
statement on whether Germany is 
to be mad© to pay for the delib­ 
erate damage she has done. 
In any discussion of reparations, 
two questions immediately arise: 
1.—Should Germany pay — Are 
the victors going to demand it? 
2.—Can Germany pay? 
Observers 
who 
attended 
the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabil­ 
itation Conference at Atlantic City 
are convinced that Germany's vic­ 
tims are going to insist on pay­ 
ment. 
Delegates 
from 
the 
occupied 
countries In Europe discussed re­ 
parations onljr as they related to 
general relief problems, yet the 
veins stood out on the necks of 
seasoned European diiplomats as 
they told of wanton destruction 
by the Germans. 
They have not forgotten Lidice, 
Rotterdam, Warsaw, Kharkov and 
a host of other ravaged cities and 
towns. 
* 
Articles published in Russia, the 
United States and Britain show 
striking agreement on three points: 
1.—Germany 
has 
wrought 
so 
much destruction that she prob­ 
ably never can pay for it. 
2.—Reparations generally should 
not be paid In money. 
3.—Payment in goods will suit 
Soviet Russia, but will be diffi­ 
cult for capitalist countries to ab­ 
sorb. 
G 
e r m a n y was caned upon to 
pay a bill of 182.000,000,000 
after the last war. 
Russians estimate that if the 
Germans 
continue 
to 
loot 
and 
wreck in their customary way. they 
might owe 3500,000.000,000 by the 
end of this war. 
In 1919 the Allies insisted on 
money payments. Germany wanted 
to pay in goods, but the Allies 
balked. 
Goods coming In from Germany’s 
cheap labor market would compete 
with their own products, they said. 
But the Germans couldn’t pay 
in cash unless they sold more 
abroad than they bought abroad. 
This led to weird economic acro­ 
batics. The Allies lent Germany 
the money to pay reparations, but 
Germans ended up by paying back 
considerably less than the loans. 
This, It Is suggested, may be 
one reason why Allied statesmen 
today say nothing about repara­ 
tions. 
Another may be that reparations 
Is still a prime subject for Ger­ 
man propagandists seeking to hold 
the German people together under 
N ad leadership. 
British, Russian and American 
economists who have written on 
reparations agree that Russia’s 
socialistic economic system eau ab­ 
sorb reparations virtually in any 
form without being upset. 
But not so the democracies, 
whoa* competitive commodity, and 
labor market* both would be af­ 
fected by influx of goods to pay 
reparations. 
M 
OST explicit proposals 
have 
come from the Russians, chief­ 
ly from Eugene Varga, who writes 
for tho Soviet publication, “War 
aud the Working Class.” 
Varga says Germany cannot hope 
to pay any appreciable part of her 


reparations 
from 
either 
Invest­ 
ments abroad or national wealth, 
though these may help. 
He estimates that since Ger- 
mauy spent about 34,OOO,(>00.000 a 
year before the war to re-arm, she 
reasonably could furnish that much 
annually in reparations, lo goods 
He expresses belief that prior­ 
ities on reparations should go to 
those nations which have suffered 
the most damage lo relation to 
their national wealth and adds: 
“It would be both Just and prac­ 
tically expedient to requisition la­ 
bor power from Germany and from 
the countries allied to Hitler for 
the post-war rehabilitation of de­ 
vastated regions.” 
This was interpreted widely out 
side Russia as a Soviet bld for 
German “slave labor” after the 
war. 
At this ipoiwt, the British "New 
Statesman and Nation" pointed out 
that slave labor Is never efficient 
and that the Rnsslans are likely 
to need teams of skilled engineers 
and technicians, rather than gangs 
of unskilled workers, to rebuild 
their ruined industries and cities 
The British publication further 
suggested that Germany may have 
much unemployment after the war, 
with a surplus of skilled labor 
which might rightly be used to help 
Russia. 
But it would let revived German 
trade unions run the show, under 
supervisions of the United Nations 
relief and rehabilitation administra­ 
tion. 
T 
HE London '“Economist” offers 
these principles: 
“If repara­ 
tions there must be, let them be 
confined in assessment to the res­ 
titution 
of deliberate 
loot and 
damage 
in collection to what can 
be paid 
in goods and labor, and 
in duration to five years.” 
But if Germany is to pay in 
goods, she must be able to manu­ 
facture them, and this would mean 
she would continue to operate a 
big industrial system. Som e.quar­ 
ters object to this, fearing Ger­ 
many would turn to war again. 
This objection might be over­ 
come by controlling the supply of 
essential minerals, say experts of 
the Broooklngs Institution in Wash­ 
ington In a recent book called 
“World Minerals and World Peace.” 
The Axis countries, they point 
oat, lack within their own borders 
the raw materials, particularly the 
steel-hardening alloys necessary for 
production of modern arms. 
A licensing system could be set 
up to control the supply of these 
▼Ital materials, It is suggested, 
so these would get only enough 
to operate peaceful Industry. 
In another American study of the 
question, published last J\ily In the 
quarterly “Foreign Affaire”, Jacob 
Vlner of the University of Chicago 
noted the probability that if Ger­ 
many can pay at all It would be 
mostly In goods and said: 
“The American interest In repar­ 
ations will probably Dot be much 
greater than It was after tha last 
war . . . of all th* major coun­ 
tries, wa have the greatest aver­ 
sion to Imports, and tha less wa 
have to pay for them, the lese 
we like them.” 
Vlner advocated that the rep­ 
arations period should run for not 
more than IO years, to facilitate 
Germany’s return to the family of 
nations and to prevent reparations 
from being an obstacle to a sound 
system of collective security. 
But lf Allied leaders are moving 
toward such action, they tread In 
silence. 
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Bicycle Problems 
A GROWING number of bicycles 
* a on city streets since 1940, coin­ 
cident with restricted motor vehi­ 
cle tranMportation. bas caused a 
flood of ordinances and measures 
reminiscent of the days when city 
fathers were preoccupied with the- 
knotty problems of bicycle and 
horse and buggy control. 
According to information given 
the American .Municipal associa­ 
tion. three out of every five cities 
in tho country now have an ordi­ 
nance In effect to regulate bicycles. 
The associations conclusion is 
based on Information obtained by 
the American Automobile a*M>cla- 
tlon In a survey of 326 cities to de 
termitic the seriousness of tho bi­ 
cycle problem and steps taken to 
meet It. 
Most of the cities require regis­ 
tration of bicycles, IIH requiring an 
nuai registration and 66 requiring 
registration whenever bicycle own­ 
ership changes bands. 
The registration fee charged most 
commonly is 25 cents with GU 
cents next in line. Three cities re­ 
port a 31 fee. 
Inspection of 
bicycle*—period- j 
ic or otherwise--is required by UH 
cities. 
“Bike” riders in Hoven of the re- 1 
porting cities — Cleveland; Grand 
Rapids, Midi.; Kansas City. Alo.; 
Mason City, la.; Perth Amboy, N. 
J.; Rye, N. Y.; Sioux City, la — | 
must pass written examinations be 
tyre they may ride. 
Four of these cities, along with 
IO other communities, require bt- j 
cycle riders to pass a practical i 
road test to qualify them aa rtspon- I 
sible riders. 
The written examinations and 
road tests were designed to assure 
officials that the increasing aum- 
ber of bicycle riders know traffic j 
rules and regulations, how to pre­ 
vent accidents und how to pre\ent 
the stealing of their vehicles. 
Bicycle production has increased 
in recent years from a low of 216,-j 
464 in 1921 to more than a million 
annually, though production has 
been restricted for the last year 
or two by war production board. 
The survey contained an esti­ 
mate that 
the 74.428.0(H) people 
living iu the reporting cities of 
5.000 or more population owned 
5.341.000 bicycles—an average of 
one for every 12.7 persons. 
la 
its 
survey, 
the 
American 


Automobile 
association 
reported 
that 147 persons were killed In 
bicycle accidents In the 292 cities 
reporting deaths; of these, 76. or 
52 percent, were 14 years of age 
or younger. 
For the 278 cities reporting th© 
number of injuries resulting from 
bicycle accidents, there were 3,408 
persons 14 years of age or under 
injured, aud 2,482 persons of 15 or 
older injured.

A Tantalizing Mining Problem 
Still A Military Secret, Acquisition Of Ore Is Building Up An Amazing Story

O 
VER at the office of the co­ 
ordinator 
of 
inter-American 
affairs, they are piling up a file on 
on*, of the amazing Industrial stor­ 
ies of this war. Much of Jt is a 
military secret, but some of It can 
be told now. 
ft’s the search for tantalite In 
the scorched mountains of north­ 
eastern Brazil. 
Few people ever heard of tanta­ 
lite. 
It was virtually unknown 
in 
1927, when it was commercially 
mined for the first time. It wasn't 
until 1940 that it became a vital 
war mineral, sought by every na­ 
tion. However, since our enemies 
don’t know to what usa we are 
putting it, very little can be said. 
Tantalite la well named, hav­ 
ing the same root as the word 
tantalize. It la an acid-proof mem­ 
ber of the vanadium family and 
although it Is sometimes referred 
to as black gold, it’s more pre­ 
cious. 


It is bard to find, deposits of it 
being buried with other minerals 
in the sun-scorched rocky ridges 
or 
sub-surface alluvial 
deposits 
of 
Brazil’s 
tree-barren 
"Her tao” 
(ti-lerlon. 
Once 
found, 
it 
is 
tantalizing to mine. What seem 
to be bonanzas peter out before 
they have produced a ton and 
often deposits, that hardly seem 
worth mining, develop into true 
bonanzas. 
Since Pearl Harbor, geologists 
have been scouring a 3,600-square 
mile area, but they report that 
il k like hunting for the proverbial 
needle in a rock-strewn furnace, 
not unlike parts of Arizona. The 
inaccessibility 
of 
the 
Brazilian 
sertao adds to the difficulty. 
It is all but impossible to get 
heavy machinery into the country 
and the ore out. It is being done 
so effectively that Brazil is pro­ 
ducing now 52 percent of 
the 
world’s tantalite and since Aus­ 
tralia and 8outh Africa are the 
only other known sources, 
the 
Allies have it all. 


At present nearly all the work 
is done by hand. More than 8.000 
Brazilian natives are employed in 
the miriPs, picking out the ore, 
hand-crushing and 
band-washing 
it in sluices similar to those our 
early gold 
miners used 
in the 
west and Alaska. 
Water for the washing, which 
s'palates the heavy mineral from 
its neighbors, has to come from 
de**p wells and often has to be 
lugged for miles in casks on the 
backs of burros. 
It’s by burro express, too. that 
the sacked tantalite has to be 
taxen out. At Natal. U.S. military 
transport planes wait impatiently 
to pick up the mineral. 
it takes 3.000 tons of ore to pro­ 
duce one ton of tantalite and al­ 
though the natives receive only 
30 cents a day. mine owners are 
bard put to make a profit. 
Every time it appears the war is 
nearing its end, the tantalite pro­ 
ducers want to quit and return to 
more profitable aud less trouble- 
h »me metals. 
More Interest In Local Government

The Ohio Chamber of Commerce 
fools that by completing surveys 
of local governments, which are 
presented to tax groups, county- 
wide in their membership, such 
surveys will have an appeal to 
loose people who prefer initia­ 
tive to planned leadership and 
private enterprise to blue-printed 
economy. 
It Is our contention that lf dem­ 
ocracy is to survive, the people 
will have to become more Interest­ 
ed in local government, which in- 
Hreet should permeate into the 
state and federal governments. Our 
whole political system is based on 
the principle of local self-govern­ 
ment.

OLUMBIANA county, or 
any 
other county in the slate, for 
that matter, is merely a Urge cor­ 
poration. 
Unlike a private corporation, the 
county is not conducted to secure 
an income; rather its income is 
secured so that it may conduct 
Ila business.

Mack Gordon 


We Couldn’t Begin To Record The 


Names Of The Many Great Songs 


He Has Given Americans 
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I OFTEN write of old-time songs and song 
writers in this column, so by way of change 
of pace I am going to tell you about a modem 
in that field. Mack Gordon. In my opinion he 
Is one of the all-time greatest lyric writers. 
Years from now, columnists of nostalgic tend­ 
ency like myself will be writing of his lyrical 
exploits as I write of the old-timers now. 
Mack Gordon, 
born 
Morris Gitticr. 
Is 243 
pounds of rhythm. He is short, which makes 
him look all the more rotund. He once weighed 
342 pounds, but dieted off IOO pounds, a pro­ 
cess requiring tremendous fortitude on his part, 
because Mack loves to eat. Despite his heft he is 
amazingly active on his feet and can demonstrate 
a dance movement with all the agility, if not 
exactly the grace, of a prima ballerina. 
He has a large, round and usually beaming 
countenance. He is normally quite good na­ 
tured but when he engages in the game of gin 
rummy, at which he is accounted a champion, 
his character changes. He becomes choleric. His 
gin rummy explosion* are spectacular and some­ 
times most alarming, but he cools out rapidly. 
MACK GORDON dresses expensively and I 
might add elegantly. He is a big money 
maker and a big spender. He is congenial and 
companionable, except, as I say, when playing 
gin. 
His most recent big song—big in the sense 
that the song writing profession uses tho word, 
of sales, radio exploitation and general popu­ 
larity — is “You’ll Never Know”, which is of 
the highly sentimental type that seems Mark s 
forte and yet seems utterly Incongruous with 
his appearance. You rather expect something 
Uke his famous “Chattanooga Choo-Choo” from 
Mack, but scarcely a torch song. Yet he rarely 
misses with the sentimental themes. 
“Time On My Hands” was one of his first 
biggies. Among his others are “Underneath The 
Harlem Moon.” “An Orchid To You.” “A Boy 
And A Girl Were Dancing.” “Stay As Sweet 
As You Arc.” “Take A Number From I To IO.”

Dreaming.”

Warning.” "May I?.” ‘Paris in The Spring” and

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to be of concern, is the present, 
status and the future tread in 
county expenditures, whether in 
the general fund or other funds. 
Economies 
in 
administration 
sometimes 
cannot 
be

about by simple self-examination 
by 
local 
administrators 
them­ 
selves. One's own faults are hard 
to see. Getting undiminished re­ 
sults often can be more readily 
accomplished by a survey by an 
unbiased outsider. 
The county commissioners are 
the legislative body of the coun­ 
ty aud, as direct representatives 
of the people, they are responsi­ 
ble in passing judgment on the 
requests for expenditures by the 
tax-spenders 
and 
requests 
for 
economies by the taxpayers. 
Therefore, through the appropri­ 
ations they definitely control the 
economies or condone the wastes 
of county government. 
The county 
commissioners of 
Columbiana 
county 
legally 
and 
morally must assert their power 
to reduce expenditures, Incorpor­ 
ate economies aud see that no 
more money than is necessary to 
perform the normal functions of 
government is made available to 
the county officeholders. 
HOWEVER, we should not de­ 
pend upon the unaided discre­ 
tion of county officials to do a \ 
scientific Job of budget pruning. 
These officials, listening always 
exclusively to the "grand askers” 
and virtually never hearing from 
the taxpayers, are led to the con­ 
clusion that every function per­ 
formed by the government Is so 
important that none of them can 
be reduced.

White’s last editorial for the Ca­ 
sette 
was published Jan. 12. 
It 
was written months earlier and 
was entitled “The New Baby”. It 
concerned a new linotype in the 
Gazette plant. 
W hite’s 
last 
political 
w riting 
appeared in the Gazette Oct. 12, 
1943. In an editorial titled "The 
Fourth Term Doubtful,” be said: 
“I am one of those rare birds 
who believe Roosevelt may not 
run for a fourth term. He is cer­ 
tainly, however, giving a correct 
Imitation of a fourth term candi­ 
date at this writing.” 
W hite and the President were 
personal 
friends, 
although often 
at odds politically. 
W hite’s illness began with an at­ 
tack of influenza nearly a year 
ago. 
White, who bought the Gazette 
In 1895 with $3,000 he borrowed, 
was friend and counselor- of presi­ 
dents and governors, In Ills later 
years he was an elder statesm an 
of the Republican party. 
Only once did 
White 
swerve 
from the party of his choice. That 
was in 1912 when his good friend 
Theodore Roosevelt ran for presi­ 
dent on thp Bull Moose ticket. 
W hite's 
f a m o u s 
editorial, 
“W hat's The M atter With Kan­ 
sas?" which he wrote a year after 
ho took over the Gazette, skyrock­ 
eted him to prominence. It was a 
masterpiece of sarcasm. 
From. them on his fame grew. 
He wrote numerous books, most 
of which concerned politics. His 
“Masks In A Pageant” reviewed 
(be life and times of the IO presi­ 
dents he knew intimately. 
Sought Office Only Once 
W hite sought public office only 
once and then was unsuccessful. 
That was in 1924 when, in the 
midst of a bitter fight against the 
Ku Klux Klan, which he branded 
as un-American and cowardly, he 
ran independently for governor of 
Kansas. The Kian had indorsed 
the other two candidates. 
However, with his defeat, the 
Klan soon died out in Kansas and 
W hite felt he had won his objec­ 
tive. 
During the last several years, 
W hite had been writing an auto­ 
biography. His son plans to finish 
the work. 
He was born In Emporia Feb. 
IO, 1868. son of Dr. Allen W hite, 
a country m erchant and doctor, 
and Mary A. H atton W hite, pio­ 
neer K ansas teacher. 
He grew up at El Dorado, at­ 
tended the college Of Emporia sad 
later the University of Kansas, 
learned th* printing and newspa­ 
per 
business 
in 
Lawrence and, 
when he was 22, went to the (Cen­ 
ses 
City 
Star as aa editorial 
writer. 
Ineleted Luck Aided Career 
He always Insisted 
that 
luck 
played a big part in his career. 
“Lady luck was good to me.”

she looked at me, I gave her the 
wink and away we went.” 
“Sheer luck put me into the 
newspaper business,” he wrote In 
recounting th at in 1885, while a 
student a t college, he sent three 
letters asking for a job—one to a 
grocer, one to a merchant, and 
the third to th* editor of an El 
Dorado paper.

AMONG ALL OF ALLIES

American government should take 
the lead now in forming an organ­ 
ization of all United Nations for 
“establishing

maintaining 
peace and security in the world," 
asserts Sen. Harold Burton (R) of 
Cleveland. 
A meeting to establish such an 
organization could contribute much 
to firmer unity in the conduct of 
the war, the Ohio senator said Fri­
